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SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Aug. 12.— 
Reports here are that 500 bodies have 
already been recovered from the waters 
which submerged Ponce during the re- 
cent hurricane. The fatalities due to the 
storm will certainly be in the thousands 
instead of in the hundreds. Two rivers, 
the Portuguese and Canas, overflowed 
and caused the drowning in Ponce. 

The southern coast was swept clean 
as far as Yauco, 18 miles away. The 
towns of Tallaboa and Juana Diaz were 
destroyed. Only the large church edi- 
fices are left standing there. 

The storm of 1867 killed 6000 people, 
and it is feared that the number of deaths 
resulting from ‘Tuesday's hurricane 
greater. 

There is not a drop of water in Ponce 
to drink. The cisterns are full of salt 
water from the ocean and the stench 
arising from the dead bodies is dread- 
ful

So does a sentence of a certain 
duration for felony, especialy a sentence 


| for life, which establishes the presumption 


of civil death. So does proof of a marriage 
by force or fraud, or proof that one of the 
wrsons to it has not attained the age of 
awful consent. There are other causes 
which make the hard and fast attitude of 
the Ann Arbor clergy difficult to maintain, 
and which would present so many exvep- 
tions #8 to embarrass the clergy there or 
anywhere else. 

Refusal of sundry of the clergy of Mich- 
igan to accept the laws of M.chigan, by 
which marriageabiiity or remarriageabiil- 
ty is allowed, might induce the law-mak- 
ing power to take away frgm such clergy- 
men the right to perform any marriage 
ceremony at all. It is a legal step, a r.ehtt 
conferred by law, not a right inherent of 
itself in the ministerial office itself. In 
France any marriage may be ecciesiasti!- 
cally performed, but every marriage, in- 
cluding those ecciesiastically performed, 
must also be performed by a civil magis- 
trate, else the union is not legal, and the 
resultant children are not legitimate. In 
America either the religious or civil eere- 
mony suffices, but marriages in America, 
to be val.d in France, must be performed be- 
fore a Magstrate vhere. Qn that account 
foreigners here are generally married oy 
minbsters and magistrates both.

TAMPA, Fa., Aug. 12.—A consolidation 
of the leading cigar manufacturing inter- 
ests of Tampa, Key West, New Orleans 
and Havana is in progress.

ESTED IN A BIG ESTATE. ' 


MRS. TYSON AND CHILDREN. 


They Are Cousins to James H. Tyson, 
Who Died Leaving a Large For- 
tune in Australia. 


Mrs. Sydney H. Tyson and her two 
daughters, Mrs. H. P. Chasley and Miss 
Nellie M. Taylor of 4168 West Belle place, 
expect to share in a fortune estimated at 
$40,000,000 to $50,000,000. The greater part of 
this in Australia, but some is in Eng- 
land. They are now perfecting their claims. 
The estate is that of James Tyson. Their 
relationship to the dead multi-millionaire 
is no closer than that of cousin, yet the 
mother of the two daughters is as closely 


is 


related to the late James Tyson as any 
one living. He was a bachelor, and his 
only brother died without issue. The hus- 


band of Mrs. Sydney H. Tyson of St. Louis 
was Thomas Carey Tyson, a cousin of the 
dead man, and it is through this relation- 
ship that it is expected their claim to the 
fortune willl be finally established. 
James Tyson was a native of Cecil Coun- 
ty, Maryland, his family having settled 
there after their immigration from Eng- 
land in the early part of the century. 
Young Tyson, in 1855, sailed for Australta, 
When he landed the only capital he had 
was $24 in cash. He went into the sheep 
business and branched out for himself, 
wherein he was most successful. Money 
seemed to grow in his hands, and before 
long he was the wealthiest man in the dis- 
trist around Brisbane. 
When a comparatively young man, and 
after hie first success, he built a $30,000 
cathedral at Brisbane. This was in spite 
of the fact that he was a non-believer. He 
began to build railroads through the new 
country and encouraged industries on every 
hand. He even made a loan on short notice, 
out of his own resources, of several mil- 
lions to the Tasmanian Government. He 
developed the city of Brisbane until it Is 
now one of the flourishing centers of popu- 
lation in Australia. In fact his patriotism 
was so pronounced that in the will which 
he left he gave the sum of $4,000,000 to the 
colonial government with restriction. His 
income from his possessions and invest- 
ments tn Australia was estimated at about 
$8,000,000 a year. He never married. 
Tyson's death occurred at the age of 76 
years in Brisbane last December. His will 
was short, and besides the bequest to the 
colonial government, he made the simple 
Statement that he wished the remainder 
of his estate to go “‘to my kin, wherever\ 
they may be.” The heirs, as soon as they 
heard of his death, began active prepara- 
tions to secure their portion of the estate. 
A lawyer of Baltimore, Md., has charge of 
the matter, and so far has succeeded in 
finding about 118 persons who have a legal 
claim to the “‘kinship’’ which the old bach- 
elor required. As soon as a list is made and 
fully verified, the estate will be settled.

WAS OVERCOME BY THE HEAT. 


Police Call Him the Shrewdest Thief

Immediately after Trout’s arrest his wife 
was taken into custody and their room at 
the Franklin avenue boarding house was 


searched. A trunk full of clothing, sup- 
posed to have been stolen, was found. 
Mrs. Trout was tried and fined $100. She 


was given hours to leave the city and she 
went to East St. Louis. About one month 
ago she returned to St. Louis and was ar- 
rested by a detective. Chief Desmond re- 
leased her under promise to leave the city 
immediately. She said she would return 
to East St. Louis and await the expiration 
of her husband's term in the Workhouse.

The air rises, 
and when a low conditjon has prevailed a 
sufficient length of time, the inrush of 
cooler air imparts a rotary motion to the 
rising hot air. This starts the hurricane, 
and away it goes, tearing across the sea 
and over islands. Its progressive motion 
is not so fest, but the rotary motion 1!s 
something terrific. It cleans up_ every~ 
thing in its path. It churns the sea furious- 
ly and the first indication on land of the 
presence of 6u a storm on the sea is a 
tidal wave, caused by its commotion of the 
waters. The hurricane usually etarts north- 
westward and then turns northeastward, 
skipping up the Atlantic Coast, to the great 
damage of shipping and harbors. We feel 
the effects of them here only when they 
start far westward and blow off the gulf 
into Texas.’’

TROFICAL DISEASES. 


The sudden appearance of the United States in 
politics compels public attention to tropical diseases. 

As reiated in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, England has two 
colleges for the study of those diseases, Germany*has one 
and Italy is moving in the same direction. 

In this country interest is awake. Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity has already sent a commission composed of several men 
of science to the Last. They will work in harmony with the 
Government and no doubt lay the foundation for a gsys- 
tematic observation and treatment of these maladies. 

But more important than the study of the disease is the 
study of the conditions of disease. This has been Gen. 
Wood's work at Santiago. He has cleaned the city for the 
first time in four centuries. The result is seen in the lower 
death rate and milder forms of the prevalent plagues. 

When the Anglo-Saxon goes into the tropics—whether he 
has any business there or not—he carries a broom, a scrub- 
dng brush and a cake of soap in his trunk. As agencies of 
civilization these rank above Krag-Jorgensen frifles. Ju- 
diciously employed, they will, In a comparatively short time, 
make the tropics as healthy if not as comfortable as the 
temperate Zones.

The Eenglish and the Boer Republic got along very well in 
South Africa until 1871, with a desert waste between them, 
put there by the Boers when the English drove them out 
of Cape Colony. In 1871 diamonds were discovered on the 
edge of the Boer territories and Kingland deliberately and 
Without excuse broke its treaty with the Boer Republic, 
known as the Sand River Convention, and gradually en- 
croached upon the Boers until 1877, when it annexed the 
Boer Republic on the pretext that the republic was in a 
State of anarchy.

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tics save for “what there is in it.” They are not scholars or 
publicists. They are not eminent for anything under the sun. 
They are millionaires. Only that and nothing more. To them 
a Senatorship is something to buy, like a racehorse or an old 
master, or any other article of luxury. Montana is not the only 
State where they can be found. They are numerous and noisy 
and barbaric. But they are all honorable men and they help 
make our laws. 
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Ex-State Superintendent of Public Schools Kirk says: “Last 
February there were 21,000 pupils in the Missouri high schools, 
against only 9000 in 1895. No other State in the Union has had 
such a ratio of growth. The high school libraries have also 
grown until there are now £50,000 worth of books on the shelves, 
against $20,000 worth in 1895. Laboratories have kept pace until 
there are now high school laboratories costing $45,000, an 
amount three times greater than that invested in 1895." This 
is a great deal better reading than war news. Missouri's prog- 
ress in education should be well illustrated in the great fair 
of 1903. 
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PROCEDURE OF LYNCH COURTS. 


A few days ago a negro appeared in East St. Louis and 
confessed to a murder in Arkansas several years ago. Three 
men had already been shot to death or hanged by Judge 
Lynch for the crime. Last May a Texas Constable was 
killed and the murderer escaped. A mob suspected that he 
was haibored by a family living in the neighborhood, and, 
to make sure of justice, took out some members of the house- 
hold and hanged them. The murderer has just returned 
and euys that he did ngt go near the persons who were thus 
done to death. 

These are examples of lynch law. They fllustrate the hab- 
its of Judge Lynch when he goes out to kill somebody. In 
a community governed by lynch law innocent men must take 
care not to be suspected. To be suspected is to be con- 
victed, in Judge Lynch’s court, and to be convicted is to 
be hanged or burned. ' 

There are no rules of evidence in this court, and the pro- 
cedure is not hampered by technicalities. A crime is com- 
mitted; the criminal flees; the folk rise in wrath and go 
after him; they catch somebody; they don’t like his looks; 
they hang him. Then the mob returns home with a good 
appetite for breakfast and the man who committed the first 
crime goes on his travels. If he doesn’t see ghosts he will 
probably never again be heard of. 

How many innocent men are cruelly murdered by Judge 
Lynch every year? We hear of many. There are probably 
many more whose innocence is never revealed. But mobs 
flourish and the mob conscience is never troubled by spooks 
or quaims. A stupid criminal feels remorse and sometimes 
gives himself up to justice. Did anybody ever hear of “emi- 
nent citizens’’ asking to be tried for murder because they 
had unfortunately butchered the wrong man?

Supt. C. Karbach attempted to place the 
body in the hands of the city Friday 
night. He sent it to the morgue in a dray 
with a note saying Berger had left it with 


him Thursday, promising to call later for 
it, but failing to do so, Mr. Armbruster, 
however, refused to receive the body on 
the ground that the case belonged to St. 
Louis County and the driver of the wagon 
was compelied to bear his freight back to 
the cemetery. ' 

The body is in a bad condition now, but, 
unless the county authorities take it in 
charge, there is little prospect for a burial. 
Berger says he is trying hard to raise the 
$2 to pay the grave digger’s fee, but de- 
clares he has not been able to get a cent. 
The cemetery superintendent still stands 
firmly on his resolve not to allow Berger 
to dig the grave himself. Berger cannot 
remove the body from the toolhouse, be- 
cause he has no money to pay for its cart- 
age, and the cemetery authorities cannot 
send it away, because nobody will receive 
it. The St. Louis County authorities have 
shown no disposition to interfere yet, but 
it is believed they will look into the case 
Saturday. . 

Berger’s wife gave birth to triplets 
Wednesday. One of the babes died within 
a few hours and Berger made a little cof- 
fin and bore its body to St. Peter’s Ceme- 
tery, where he intended to inter it in a 
lot which he purchased in more prospervuus 
times. He spent his last cent for car fare, 
supposing he would be allowed to dig a 
grave for his child. But he had hardly set 
about his gloomy task when Supt. C. Kar- 
bach demanded the usual fee of $ for 
grave digging. Berger insisted he couldn't 
pay it and’declared he would dig the grave 
himself, But the superintendent was inex- 
orable, esserting that it was against the 
cemetery’s rules for anybody but the reg- 
ular diggers to make a grave. 

The statements of Berger and the super- 
intendent coincide this far, but differ wide- 
ly as to subsequent events. Berger eays he 
was assaulted by the superintendent and 
four of his assistants, who bore the body 
away to a place of concealment. But the 
superintendent insists that Berger, after 
many remonstrances, offered to leave the 
body in the toolhouse, promising to call 
for it the next day. This, the superinten- 
dent avers, Berger failed to do and he de- 
Clares that he then sent the body to the 
morgue in order to protect himself.

Some of the Village Peculiarities 
Which Have Tended to Make These 
Actors Famous in This County.
